If you failed the exam, you 
don’t get “AICP” after your name, 
he says. 

AICP certification requires two 
hurdles, Colyer says. Before taking 
the test, one must provide months 
worth of paper work just to qualify 
to take the exam. 

The three-hour exam covers 
state, regional and national plan- 
ning issues, landmark court cases 
and requires in-depth knowledge 
about statistics, traffic analysis 
and census reports. 

Once he qualified, it was time to 
hit the books, he says. Colyer took 
a preparation course at MIT. 

Municipal planners like Colyer 
have an advantage in taking the 
test he says, since the test covers a 
broad range of planning issues, 
many of which come up for munici- 
palities, but not always for consul- 
tants. 

So what’s the advantage of being 
certified? 

“It's a mark of recognition 
among professionals,” Colyer says. 

He can now also be called as an 
expert witness as a municipal plan- 
ner, and in some states, certifica- 
tion of a staff member is required 
for some grants.

Although both a job description and a help 
wanted ad have been created to find his 
replacement, Department of Public Works 
Director Bob McQuade isn’t ready to say he’s 
officially announcing his retirement. 

He says the idea is only “under considera- 
tion,” and describes his status as being “in 
limbo.” 

But McQuade, Andover’s DPW director for 
29 years, has worked with Town Manager 
Buzz Stapczynski to produce a job description 
for his replacement, says Stapczynski. 

Stapcezynski says an advertisement also 
has been printed and responses are due in 
September, when the town will review candi- 
dates’ applications. 


The timing of McQuade’s departure 
appears to be the question. “It all depends on 
when a warm body can come aboard and get 
trained,” says McQuade. 

Stapczynski says McQuade was insistent 
that the next director be particularly experi- 
enced in operating a water treatment. plant. 
Andover’s plant is named after McQuade, has 
won awards for its water treatment and been 
toured by officials from other countries look- 
ing for ideas. 

“Everything we did here in Andover was 
geared toward making that facility the best in 
the world,” says McQuade, who has lived in 
town since 1959. 

McQuade says his inevitable successor bet- 
ter take care of the plant “or I’ll haunt him.”

I-93 expanding during daily rush

Officials hope to break 
the bottleneck on Inter- 
State 93 in Andover by 
opening the I-93 break- 
down lanes to traffic dur- 
ing the busiest driving 
times. 

In fact, the goal of 
opening the breakdown 
lanes is to not just to ease 
the rush-hour _ traffic 
jams that currently 
occur as the highway 
goes from four lanes to 
three, but to make smaller roads in Andover 
less crowded as well, says Andover Police 
Chief Brian Pattullo. 

Pattullo recently held a public forum to 
field questions about the issue. 

“The intent is to keep people on the high- 
way and keep them off the town roads, such 
as Route 125, Dascomb Road, and the connect- 
ing roads off those that people tend to use (as 
shortcuts),” he says. “We hope this will 
reduce the number of speeding cars in the 
neighborhoods.” 

The breakdown lanes soon will be treated 
as a fourth lane from 6 to 10 a.m. and from 3 
to 7 p.m. 

“They'll be utilizing the breakdown lanes, 
probably starting sometime in October, I 
would suspect,” says Pattullo. “There are

some downsides to it, (such as) the safety con- 
cerns, although it’s been proven not to be 
much of a safety issue.” 

Pattullo says the state has successfully 
opened breakdown lanes during specific 
hours on roads such as Route 125 and Route 
3. He says the state has found that “once peo- 
ple are educated, they adjust their driving 
habits accordingly.” 

Trucks will be excluded from using the 
breakdown lanes in an effort to reduce noise 
to Interstate neighbors, says Pattullo. 

“Studies have shown (using the break- 
down lane) raises the noise decibel by two 
decibels, and that is something you can’t dis- 
tinguish with the human ear,” says Pattullo. 

The likelihood of opening the lane was 
first reported by the Townsman during the 
spring. 

Pattullo said in June that part of the rea- 
son for allowing breakdown lane travel was 
because of road work starting on Route 125. 
Emergency turnoff areas must be built on 
Interstate 93 before breakdown lane travel is 
allowed, he said. 

Also in June, State Representative Barry 
Finegold approached selectmen to see if they 
were interested in having Finegold seek state 
or federal money for a sound barrier along 
Interstate 93. 

“I. don’t want to start jumping through 
hoops if I don’t have the neighbors’ or the 
selectmen’s approval,” he said at the time.

Give the kids 


your time 


The 1998 Youth Risk Behavior Survey, 
designed by the federal Centers for Dis- 
ease Control and Prevention, has results 
from Andover High and the local middle 
schools that should please those who like 
to view the glass as half full. 

Smoking is down slightly. So are drink- 
ing and driving, and riding in a car with a 
driver who has been drinking. Most stu- 
dents wear seat belts, and a majority say 
they don’t gamble. In most cases, the rate 
of risky behavior among Andover stu- 
dents is less than the statewide average. 

But there is also plenty to depress those 
who see the glass as half empty: 

* a surge in smoking since 1997 among 
some groups of high schoolers; 

* nearly a third of high schoolers report 
heavy drinking: 

- the rate of marijuana use among high 
school seniors doubled since last year, 
from 21 to 42 percent; 

* the number of students threatened by 
someone with a weapon is low, but it 
made a huge jump since 1997, from 2 to 8 
percent; 

* more than 25 percent of female sopho- 
mores have actually made a plan to com- 
mit suicide; and 

* the rate of sexual activity among 
ninth-grade females nearly tripled, from 5 
to 14 percent. 

All of this probably means Andover is a 
fairly typical suburban American town. 
Kids of every generation have tended to 
take risks, so why should this one be any 
different? 

This is also not a report of observed 
behavior. It is possible that kids may exag- 
gerate in their responses to some ques- 
tions. 

But that doesn’t mean the adults of the 
community should shrug and go about 
their business. 

Within a summary of the report is a 
reminder that should be obvious to us all 
— in this case, education is not the magic 
pill. Of course it makes sense for the 
schools to educate students about how to 
take care of their bodies, how to avoid 
risks and how to make wise choices. It 
makes sense to advertise about the dan- 
gers of tobacco, alcohol and promiscuous 
sexual habits. 

But skits, classes, even multi-billion- 
dollar ad campaigns do not exert the most 
influence on adolescents. What does? It’s 
actually a who: parents. 

Want to lower the risks your adolescent 
is facing? It doesn’t cost money. All it 
takes is time — your time.

Students deserve a voice in education

The cliche goes that “the devil is in 
the details.” Perhaps for newspapers, 
a spinoff of that would be, “It’s always 
the little things that get the biggest 
reactions.” 

Indeed, from where I sit, an infor- 
mal street survey conducted by the 
Townsman a few weeks ago on 
whether public school teachers should 
be required to take competency tests 
wasn’t meant to make a blanket decla- 
ration about anything. It was simply 
meant to be a small cross section of 
local opinion about a statewide issue 
with obvious local interest. 

But predictably, one of the shortest 
comments produced one of the 
strongest reactions. 

One of those surveyed was an 
Andover High School student, who 
said she favored tests because she felt 
that not all of the teachers at AHS 
were as knowledgeable as they should 
be in their subject areas. 


That produced a complaint that a 
high school sophomore should not be 
quoted on such a topic, because a stu- 
dent of that age doesn’t have the skill, 
knowledge or maturity to make such a 
judgment, and that it simply amount- 
ed to more teacher bashing. 

I suspect there are plenty who 
agree with that sentiment. And I think 
it raises an important, and very legiti- 
mate question about newspapers and 
kids. 

While I agree that high school stu- 
dents indeed are probably not as qual- 
ified as adults to comment on a whole 
range of topics, I disagree with the 
conclusion — that therefore their 
opinions on such matters should be 
kept out of the newspaper. Here’s 
why: 

First, while most high school stu- 
dents are legally minors and all that, 
We as a society are increasingly grant- 
ing credibility and responsibility to 
kids in areas that used to be reserved 
for people 21 and older. I’m not sure I 
think that’s a good thing, but it is a 
reality. 

We — newspapers, television, advo- 
cacy groups, social workers and 
researchers — report on kids’ views 
about drinking, drugs, sexual behav- 
lor, gender identity and abortion, 
without giving it a second thought, 
because these are the “issues” that 
they confront in their daily lives. We 


don’t ask if they really know what 
they’re talking about, or if they have 
the skill, expertise or maturity to offer 
worthwhile opinions. We just let them 
talk. Or in some cases, we let them 
“choose” to make major decisions 
about their bodies without even hav- 
ing to consult their parents. 

So why not let them publicly offer 
their thoughts on their own education 
— surely another one of the major 
issues of this time of their lives? 

Second, I think readers are sophis- 
ticated enough to take the comments 
of a high school student in context — 
knowing that they are coming from 
one whose knowledge and experience 
are limited, but at the same time rec- 
ognizing that this is the view of one 
who has personal and direct experi- 
ence with the high school faculty. 
That doesn’t make a student an 
expert, but it’s worth something. 

Third, my suspicion is that if this 
kid had said her teachers were all out- 
standing, nobody would have ques- 
tioned her competence to make that 
judgment. In fact, they probably 
would have praised her. 

I've found that people’s concern 
about somebody’s expertise tends to 
have a direct relationship with how 
complimentary, or critical, their com- 
ments are. 

I’m just as vulnerable to that as

I have 
nothing personal against Wild 
Harvest, except that they typify a 
national trend that is most defi- 
nitely depersonalizing our com- 
munities. 

In the past few years the center 
of our town has begun to change. 
Hughes Drug Store was no match 
for CVS. Ford’s Coffee Shop is 
now Starbucks. Scanlon’s Hard- 
ware long ago saw its business 
erode to the large Home Depot 
style chains. These stores and 
their owners and employees were 
involved in the town. They knew 
their customers by name and 
always supported local interests. 
They sponsored youth sports 
teams, raised money for July 
Fourth fireworks or hastily col- 
lected funds for a local family in 
distress. 

When was the last time you 
saw a Home Depot or Blockbuster 
Video with a jar on the counter 
raising money for a town con- 
cern? Does Starbucks sponsor a 
local girls’ softball team or youth 
hockey team? Does anyone in any 
CVS pharmacy know your name 
and the name of your children? 

The Earthfood Store, in the 
heart of our downtown, has been 
dedicated to providing us with 
the best-quality natural products 
and organic foods for more than 
20 years. The owners and their 
employees know their customers 
personally, and provide a depth of 
service that no huge conglomer- 
ate can ever imitate.

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Forest played role 
in Underground 
Railroad network 


A very important component of the history of the 
Harold Parker State Forest was the role the area 
played in the Underground Railroad — a “network of 
cooperation” among abolitionists who aided fugitives 
in their flight from the South to the northern United 
States and Canada, where slavery was illegal. 

The actual dates of the railroad’s beginning are not 
certain, but some historians believe that it began as 
early as 1777, with Native Americans. Abolitionists 
living north of the Mason-Dixon line were obligated 
by law to return runaway slaves to their masters, but 
a strong sense of ethics and freedom of the individual 
in the north led to the system of depots we now know 
as the Underground Railroad (U.G.R.R.). 

The term Underground Railroad was coined 
around 1830, following the establishment of railroads 
as a form of transportation. Very few records of 
U.G.R.R. agents are available due to the need for 
secrecy in harboring fugitives, for this was an offense 
punishable by arrest. There also were Southern sym- 
pathizers in the North, necessitating absolute secrecy 
to protect them from neighbors who might potentially 
turn them over to the law. 

After Abraham Lincoln was elected president of 
the United States in 1860, South Carolina seceded 
from the union, followed soon after by six other south- 
ern states. The Civil War, a consequence of this con- 
flict, broke out in 1861. The conflict eventually ended 
in 1863, with the Proclamation of Emancipation and 
the annulment of the Fugitive Slave Law in 1864. 

The U.G.R.R. operated in various fashions, some- 
times involving letters written in “code” to notify 
agents of fugitives coming their way. Some of the 
houses had particular rows of white bricks to signify 
a U.G.R.R. depot. The first agents were freed fugitives 
who went back down South to help free other slaves. 
Some of the most famous agents were Frederick Dou- 
glass, William Lloyd Garrison, and Harriet Beecher 
Stowe, author of Uncle Tom’s Cabin, a collection of 
slavery incidents that are both shocking and factual. 

The William Jenkins house, situated on Jenkins 
Road, was an important stop in the U.G.R.R. William 
and Mary, both strong abolitionists, often stood alone 
in their community in this capacity and hosted Garri- 
son, Douglass and Stowe at times. 

Several years ago, loose boards were discovered in 
the attic of the house that could be lifted. They 
revealed space enough for a person to stand. It is 
thought that this nook was used to hide fugitives. 
Built before the Revolution by Samuel Jenkins, it still 
stands as an important symbol of the courage of these 
people and their fight for freedom of the slaves.

All seven candidates running for state 
representative in the 18th Middlesex Dis- 
trict appeared in a forum at Lowell City 
Hall Saturday. 

Democrats Scott Consaul, Steve Geary, 
Bill Martin, Rita Mercier, David Nangle 
and Karin Theodoros, and Republican 
Karen Simao were invited to discuss their 
political positions, but had no opportunity 
to debate. 

Instead, retiring Democratic state Rep. 
Ed LeLacheur, who held the seat for 24 
years, ran the show, asking candidates to 
weigh in on issues including the death 
penalty, teacher testing, term limits, the 
assault weapons ban and casino gambling. 

He also asked them what piece of legis- 
lation they would file, if elected. 

Geary, a Lowell attorney and former 
member of Meadowlands Ice Cream in 
Tewksbury, said he wants a “tax-free holi- 
day” period in Massachusetts, possibly 
between Thanksgiving and Christmas, to 
bring shopping revenue back to the state. 
He cites tax-free New Hampshire as the 
culprit in the closing of the Methuen Mall, 
and said the tax break would be “a direct 
way of giving back.” 

Simao who has worked as a case inves- 
tigator for the Public Defender’s Office and 
as a legislative aide, said she supports a 5 
percent tax roll back for everyone paying 
income tax, and would create a youth vio- 
lence task force. 

Theodoros also supports a reduction in 
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LaLacheur gets 


state taxes, but said it’s a step in the right 
direction rather than a solution. She also 
supports community policing, she said. 
Lowell City Councilor Rita Mercier said 
her priorities would be to widen Route 3, if 
the current bill to do so fails, and that she 
would tackle auto insurance rates. She 
also wants to expand the coverage of the 
senior pharmacy program to include more 
medications. 

Martin also made the widening of 
Route 3 a priority. “There is no other eco- 
nomic development issue more important 
for this area,” he said. 

Tewksbury attorney and School Com- 
mittee member Consaul said he would 
work to create affordable, safe extended 
day programs at public schools and sup- 
ports state funding of special education 
programs “to have a cooperative spirit” 
between parents of all students. 

Two of the seven candidates opposed 
the death penalty; Consaul and Theodoros. 

“Society should not be in the business 
of killing. Once you take a life, there’s no 
turning back,” Consaul said. 

Theodoros added that evidence shows 
the death penalty is not a crime deterrent. 

Geary said one can’t prove how effec- 
tive the death penalty is, since there is no 
way of knowing how many lives were 
spared by putting a murderer to death. 
“We have to send a message,” he said. 

The group disagreed on whether teach- 
ers should be tested later in their careers. 

Martin said he opposed teacher testing 
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for existing teachers. “That’s a misalloca- 
tion of resources,” he said. 

Consaul said the tests for veteran teach- 
ers should be based on different standards 
than teaching candidates. 

Nangle said he wants to form a state 
commission on education, but keep poli- 
tics out of it. 

All the Democratic candidates said they 
trust voters to oust an unsatisfactory rep- 
resentative, and therefore do not support 
term limits. 

“I think 24 years is a pretty good limit,” 
Martin said in reference to LeLacheur’s 
career, but added that he didn’t think he 
would stay that long, if elected. 

Simao said she is in favor of term lim- 
its, and made sure to mention LeLacheur 
as an exception to the need to protect the 
public against “manipulative people who 
forget what this job is all about,” she said. 

On the proposition to bring casino gam- 
bling to Massachusetts, Nangle said he 
would support it if it were “regulated prop- 
erly.” 

Theodoros wouldn’t issue an immedi- 
ate denial, but said she would study it first. 

“T wouldn’t want it near me,” she said. 

Martin said he wants to support other 
forms of economic development rather 
than gambling, but would consider sup- 
porting it for a specific area it if that 
area’s residents were unanimously in 
favor of it. 

All seven candidates support the 
assault weapons ban.

anyone else. When people have criti- 
cized my editorials or reporting in the 
past, the almost irresistible inclination 
has been to assert that they don’t know 
what they’re talking about. What do 
they know about writing a story or run- 
ning a newspaper? But then, when they 
tell me how great a story was that I did, 
or how great the last edition was, I’m 
filled with the gratified assurance that 
this is coming from a real expert. 

Of course, just because I feel that way 
doesn’t make it true. 

I’ve heard politicians declare when 
they are elected that “the people have 
spoken.” And I’ve heard some of the 
same ones say, when the people pass ref- 
erendums they oppose, that the people 
“don’t understand the issue.” 

So this syndrome is not confined to 
the comments of high school students. 

Fourth, I would hope that Andover 
High teachers would not be alienated by 
a critical comment from a student, even 
if they consider it incorrect and unin- 
formed. They should be bigger than that. 
There are many older, smarter, more 
experienced people saying much the 
same things about teachers. Maybe 
they’re wrong as well, but not because 
they lack experience or maturity. 

Finally, none of the comments in an 
informal survey are presented as proven 
fact. Nor were these 
comments libelous or 
reckless. They are 
simply presented as 
the opinion, of one 
person. And that’s the 
way they should be 
taken. 

Kids deserve a 
voice in the paper, not 
only on sports or skate 
parks, not only on 
drinking and drugs, 
but on what they 
think of their educa- 
tion. After all, they are 
the “customers,” just 
as much as their par- 
ents are.

Andover Schools Superintendent 
Dr. Claudia Bach arrived on the job 
July 1, and has been enrolled in the 
crash course on the local schools 
ever since. She took time between 
meetings to check in with the 
Townsman. We asked her about a 
few issues facing the schools this 
year. 


What is your agenda for the 
Andover schools? 

Bach is planning a retreat with 
the School Committee in two weeks 
to meet and define goals for Andover 
Schools. One committee member 
wanted to call it an “advance,” she 
says. Bach will make her own pro- 
posals, and review the goals and 
objectives that have already been set 
by the department. They also plan to 
review how the superintendent is 
evaluated. “I'll be coming to the 
meeting with what I believe are 
some of the criteria to which we 
should hold the superintendent,” she 
says. They also plan to address the 
issue of communication, within the 
department and with the public. “I 
want to listen to people,” she says, 
adding that she has welcomed sug- 
gestions from parents and school 
personnel. 

Will the plan to use an A/B 
block schedule at Andover High 
School, opposed by teachers and 
students, change this year? 

“The schedule will remain in 
place this coming year,” Bach says.

Smart word processors, 
with the help of an $18,000 
state Lighthouse Technolo- 
gy grant. 

AlphaSmart is a cord- 
less word processor com- 
patible with Macintosh 
computers. The  light- 
weight keyboard has a 
small screen above it that 
shows a few sentences at a 
time, saves work automati- 
cally and allows for edit- 
ing. 

Using the Mac lab at 


school is not only difficult 
to schedule and less flexi- 
ble, Wu says, but it often 
distracts students trying to 
write with fonts, layout 
and graphics. 

AlphaSmart is designed 
to help students focus on 
the content of their writing 
rather than logistics, says 
Wu. 

Mokler says the word 
processor allows student in 
her classes with motor 
skills problems to write 


without worrying about 
getting the words on the 


ge. 

“I couldn’t believe how 
many students surpassed 
(their current level). I 
could actually challenge 
them,” Mokler says. 

Teachers say the units 
don’t mean paper and pen- 
cil are forsaken in the 
classroom; they’re just 
saved for other stages of 
writing.

Testing 
scores low 
with these 
teachers

Andover educators seem to agree that test- 
ing teachers is a good idea, but it depends on 
how and when they are tested. They also 
agree that a test reveals only part of what a 
teacher can do. 

That issue has been one of the hottest of the 
summer, since nearly 60 percent of prospec- 
tive teachers who took a state test earlier this 
year flunked it, prompting debates about both 
the qualifications of the candidates, and the 
fairness of the test. 

It has also become a major issue in the 
gubernatorial candidates, becoming what 
many teachers called a political football. 

According to local teacher and education 
administrators, test results are a very small 
indication of a teachers’ effectiveness. They 
say politicians talking about testing teachers 
aren’t tackling the real issues. 

The real issues do include how well a 
teacher knows his or her subject, teachers 
say, but they need to be evaluated by means 
other than a test. 

“In many ways, we use testing when we 
can’t think of any other way to evaluate. Peo- 
ple look to testing because it’s easy,” says 
Erika Gasser, who just finished her second 
year teaching in the Andover High School 
Social Studies department. 

Gasser says teachers should be evaluated 
the same way they are encouraged to evaluate 
their students — through things such as men- 
toring, reading their writing and evaluating 
portfolios. 

“It’s difficult to do this in any sort of stan- 
dardized way,” she says. 

A 25-year veteran of teaching, Chandler 
Parker has taught at Andover High School for 
14 years. He calls the test an “artificial stan- 
dard,” and suggests that the politicians rec- 
ommending these tests are challenged in their 
own fields. 

“What’s good for the goose is good for the 
gander,” he says, but adds that there is one 
good way to tell how well a teacher teaches. 

“The best way to evaluate a teacher is to sit 
in classes and see how students are learning,” 
Parker says. 

Newly-hired Andover High School Princi- 
pal Larry Robinson agrees that more than one 
type of assessment should be used in teacher 
evaluations. 

He says he is also concerned that the test 
was developed with little input from educa-

parents that their children 
aren’t performing at a lower 
level. “This is what meeting 
higher standards is all about. I 
look forward to the test results to 
see where to improve. Unques- 
tionably, there is always room to 
improve,” she says. 

Are you concerned about 
the number of students on the 
honor roll? 

Bach says she would be con- 
cerned that too many students 


were on the honor roll if other 
evidence of academic achieve- 
ment doesn’t back it up. Evalua- 
tions to consider include the 
Iowa basic skills tests and new 
MCAS tests, and evaluations of 
the schedule. “If there is an abili- 
ty for students to make a more 
sustained effort or do more in- 
depth study, that’s important,” 
she says. There would be an 
issue, she says if the number of 
students on the honor roll 
increases and the number of stu- 
dents performing above average 
on standardized tests does not. 
“Unfortunately the MCAS is a 


new test,” she says, adding 
that she expects it to be a 
good evaluation tool in the 
future. 

How are relations with 
the teachers’ union? 

Bach says improving rela- 
tions with the _ teachers’ 
union and the administra- 
tion is high on her agenda. 
“My agenda is to build a rela- 
tionship that is non-adver- 
sarial. I want very much to 
work on what I consider an 
issue from years past. I’ve 
met with leaders off and on, 
and I’m confident about con- 


versations so far,” she says. 

Changes in school 
administration include a 
new High School Princi- 
pal, Larry Robinson, who 
replaced Ellen Parker and 
is in the process of hiring 
an assistant principal to 
replace Peter Leuke. Ban- 
croft’ and South Elemen- 
tary School each hired 
assistant principals, both 
long-time employees of 
Andover schools. 

How is the department 
running with so many 
changes in personnel? 


“They’re all new people to 
me,” she says with a laugh, 
adding that she’s been “wel- 
comed, truly.” Bach has met 
with every building princi- 
pal and toured the school 
buildings and reports “how 
truly, enormously, sincerely 
impressed I am with the high 
caliber of all the people I 
work with.” That’s the good 
news. “The bad news is that 
the overcrowding is obvious. 
It’s very clear that this is a 
problem we’ve got to address 
as thoroughly and as quickly 
as possible.”

Teachers have used the units in sec- 
ond grade at Bancroft since late last 
school year. The 30 units each have stor- 
age space for eight files, Wu says, and 
each student gets two files so the units 
can be shared with more than one stu- 
dent. 

The units can be directly connected to 
a printer, so students don’t need to go to 
the computer lab every day to work on a 
project, Wu says, which is especially 
important when time in the lab is scarce. 

They cost between $200 and $250 each, 
depending on how many you buy at 
once, says Mokler. 

Half the grant money was spent mak- 
ing presentations at conferences with 
the Department of Education and a sum- 
mer institute for teachers in Lynnfield, 
Mokler says. The Lighthouse grant 
requires that teachers using the new 
technology share their new information 
with other teachers. 

Wu also produced a video airing this 
summer, with local cable television 
provider MediaOne about how the teach- 
ers use AlphaSmarts at Bancroft.

Andover School Committee 
member Dick Collins, a former 
long-time Andover teacher and 
coach, agrees, and also won- 
ders if the test was specific 
enough. 

“I’ve been testing kids all 
my life, and you have to test 
them on what 
they’ve been taught. 
The idea is good, but 
proper testing is an 


art. It’s not some- 
thing anyone can do, 
just because — they 
think they know 
something about 
education,” Collins 
Says. 


How’ was _ the 
recent test  devel- 
oped? According to 
the Department of Education 
(DOE), 31 different tests were 
written based on surveys that 
went out to 4,700 educators 
across the state. Those were 
pilot-tested by 1,500 juniors 
and seniors in test preparation 
programs. 

Then, a group of 333 educa- 
tors nominated by various aca- 
demics and administrators val- 
idated the tests for “a match of 
item to test objective, accura- 
cy, freedom from bias and job- 
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relatedness,” the report says. 

The purpose of the tests, the 

report says is “to test an entry- 
level candidate’s knowledge, 
not ability to practice.” The 
test is designed to prove “com- 
munication and literacy skills 
necessary for effective instruc- 
tion and improved communi- 
cation between school and par- 
ents; and the subject matter 
knowledge for the certificate.” 
Still, some teachers 
suggest that doing 
poorly on a test of 
knowledge doesn’t 
necessarily dis- 
qualify someone to 
be a teacher. 
Peter Otis, an Eng- 
lish as a Second 
Language teacher 
at West Elemen- 
tary School, was 
first hired as a full- 
time teacher’ in 
Lawrence 10 years ago, after 
he worked part-time as a sub- 
stitute. Before he became fully 
certified, he learned to teach in 
a way he equates with “trial by 
fire,” and says his experience 
in the classroom is what really 
counts. 

“Testing a teacher’s knowl- 
edge base doesn’t measure 
your passion in the classroom, 
motivation or character. From 
what I’ve seen, (the tests) are 
taking more of a ‘Jeopardy’ 
approach, which doesn’t really

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carry over in the classroom. 
You need to look for the whole 
package.” 

Looking at the whole pack- 
age is supposedly the mission 
of the Education Reform Act, 
which will require all teachers 
to get recertified by 2004. The 
law also abolishes lifetime cer- 
tification, and requires that 
teachers be recertified every 
five years. 

According to a DOE 
spokesman, the teacher test 
given to prospective teachers 
is not what would be given to 
teachers getting recertified, 
but the DOE is planning to 
review its recertification poli- 
cies at its board meeting Sept.

Requiring veteran teachers 
to retest is a mistake, says

Silverman 
believes the test will 
deter retirees who 
might consider teaching.

in $40,000 house break 


By Neil Fater 

Andover police proved that 
crime doesn’t pay this week 
— in more ways than one. 

Not only did police arrest 
one of the people allegedly 
responsible for stealing close 
to $40,000 in valuables from a 
Jenkins Road home, but their | . 
investigation found that a fy 
pawn shop owner paid the 
alleged thieves only $150 for 
stereo equipment and pieces 
to a $12,000 tea set. 

David A. Forster was 
arraigned in Lawrence District Court 
Tuesday morning, after being arrested 
and charged with breaking and enter- 
ing during the daytime and receiving 
stolen property. 

Forster, 33, formerly of Wilmington, 
had been staying at a campsite in 
Camp Lorraine, at Harold Parker State 
Forest, says Andover Detective Don 
Pattullo. 

Police say thieves stole stereo sys- 
tems, some jewelry and pieces of the 
silver tea set from 52 Jenkins Road last 
Thursday. 

“There were some things that were 
family heirlooms,” says _ Pattullo. 
“They were quite concerned about the 
silver tea set. That was handed down 
from many generations to them.” 

But police say it was not those 
thefts, but the disappearance of every- 
day supplies such as food and soap that 
led them to sniff around the Harold 
Parker campsite where Forster was 
staying. 
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“Some food, some soft 
drinks and some cleaning 
items, like laundry soap, 
Downy, Ajax and a few tools 
were missing from the house 
(along with the more expen- 
Sive items),” says Pattullo. 
“We figured it might have 
| come from a campsite. That 
they had their shopping list 
and did a little shopping.” 

That hunch proved cor- 
rect, and an investigation led 
Det. Kevin Burke and Officer 
Charles Heseltine to a North 
Reading home where they found some 
stolen items, including pieces of the tea 
set. 

Monday, police went to the Salem, 
N.H., pawn shop where a stolen leaf 
blower had been pawned the previous 
week, and found some of the other 
items. 

“The (pawn shop owner) buys two 
Stereos and a receiver and two tea pots, 
and he gives the people, like, $150 
bucks for it,” says Pattullo. 

“We've recovered probably 90 to 95. 
percent of (the stolen items). We’re still 
working to get the rest,” he says. “One 
person’s been charged and we’re still 
working on the other people involved.” 

Police believe two or three people 
were involved with the theft, and say 
that “numerous Greater Boston police 
departments,” including those in 
Brookline, Belmont, Concord, Lexing- 
ton, Reading and Woburn are looking 
into whether this group was involved 
in crimes in their towns.

Alcohol use in Andover middle 
schools is half the state average of 71 per- 
cent, but none of the sixth-graders 
reported any regular alcohol use. 

Drugs 

The report says marijuana is used 
more than any other drug in high school 
across the state, and Andover is no 
exception. Thirty-one percent of 
Andover High School students reported 
using marijuana, up 9 percent from last 
year, but twice as many seniors are 
using marijuana this year than last 
year, the report says. 

Marijuana use in middle schools 
dropped this year from 9 percent to 8 
percent. 

Smoking 

The number of high school students 
reporting the use of cigarettes at least 
once declined from 34 percent to 31 per- 
cent. But the use of cigarettes goes up 
most dramatically for girls between 9th 
and 10th grade (up 12 percent) and for 
boys between 10th and 11th grade (up 18 
percent). Nearly half of the male sopho- 
mores at Andover High School reported 
that they are smokers. 

In middle school, tobacco use hovers 
around the state average, and is most 
likely to start in seventh grade. 

Sex 

The number of sexually active high 
schoolers declined 6 percent, from 33 to 
27 percent from last year, and every 
grade level shows a decrease except 
freshman girls, whose rate nearly 
tripled from 5 to 14 percent. 

Other numbers show the predictable 
pattern of freshman girls dating older 
boys, since the rate of male sexual activ- 
ity increases steadily through high 
school, particularly between junior and 
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O’Brien — report, forum com- 
ing. 

senior year (up by 13 percent). 

Suicide 


While more girls than boys reported- 
ly considers suicide, more girls consider 
it as sophomores and boys were more 
likely to consider it in freshman or 
senior year, the survey says. 

More than a quarter of female sopho- 
mores reported having made a plan to 
commit suicide, and 15 percent of them 
made attempts, according to the report. 
Boys who attempted suicide in ninth 
grade went from 4 to 10 percent this year 
and from 2 to 4 percent for 12th grade.

If you’re ready to jump with both feet 
into swing dancing, you’ll soon have your 
chance. Both a dance including the opportu- 
nity to swing, and swing classes for the 
uninitiated, will be available in Andover in 
the coming weeks. 

Although there had been tremors for 
some time, swing music truly broke back 
into East Coast fashion last year with the 
movie release of Swingers, an almost 
instant cult classic. 

Teamed with the emergence of new 
Swing bands such as Big Bad Voodoo Dad- 
dy, Squirrel Nut Zippers, and Cherry Pop- 
pin’ Daddies, the movie Swingers helped set 
the swing movement afire with the twen- 
tysomething set.

110 holes and only one windmill later, we rate this area’s best mini golf holes. And offer some hints.

It’s a weird job, but someone has to 
do it. It’s summer and you’re bored, 
your kids are bored or your date looks 
bored, and you need to know the best 
place to mini-golf. 

So, to bring you the skinny on the 
phattest individual mini-golf holes this 
area offers, we crawled under a rhino, 
chipped out of grass and hit some mon- 
sters straight in the mouth. 

The result is a subjective look at the 
best nine holes within nine miles, list- 
ed in no particular order. 

To help readers beat their friends, 
we also offer a few hints on mastering 
some of the 110 holes we golfed, 
climbed and/or spelunked. 

If you could put these nine holes on 
one course, you’d truly have a dream 
front nine. 

But there are some old miniature 
golf standbys you’ll see only in your 
dreams if you putter around here. 
There’s not a single clown’s mouth on 
any of the 110 holes, and there are more 
spinning, mechanized Power Rangers 
(two, on the same Tewksbury hole) 
than windmills (one, in North 
Andover). Sadly, that windmill’s arms 
aren't even long enough to block the 
golf balls. 

Most courses around here don’t use 
funky obstructions typically associated 
with mini-golf, but instead use strategi- 
cally placed rocks and pieces of wood. 
No need to bring your clubs, just join 
us at our first stop in Methuen. 


Jay Gee’s Miniature Golf & Go-Karts, 
602 % Lowell Blvd., Route 110, Methuen. 


TOP 9: Hole 14, a hole wraps 
around under itself and the golfer, 
using a hill and three 90-degree left 
turns. Angled wood is placed in the 
middle of the felt at each turn, so if you 
hit the ball just right you can bank the 
shot around the turns. But screw up 
and the ball gets trapped behind the 
wood. A makeable par 4 you can realis- 
tically birdie or even eagle. 

TOP 9: Hole 10 is a three-level 
downhill hole that saves your sanity 
and keeps the day fun, after an excruci-

sure for Andover residents. When you 
take into account the price ($3), wear and 
tear on the felt (minimal), distance from 
Andover, and quality of the holes, it’s fan- 
tastic. The course uses almost exclusively 
wooden obstacles, and both they and the 
walls are in great condition, offering the 
right amount of kickback. 

Extras: Ice cream stand in front, go- 
karts behind. 

Best hours: Least crowded 4 to 5 p.m. 

Hint: On the three-tiered third hole, 
there are three holes to shoot for at the top 
of the steep first hill. Aim for the far left 
hole, because its tube will ship your ball 
straight down to the finish, allowing you 
to skip the second level. 

Award: Toughest hole, to the par-4 
number 9. Getting a three on it is like nail- 
ing a hole-in-one. 


Golfland USA, 1591 Osgood St., Route 
125, North Andover. 

TOP 9: Hole 1, a straight ahead shot. 
No dips, no hills, no obstacles. But what’s 
important isn’t the hole itself but what’s 
next to it — the Orbotron! 

The Big O is a machine you strap your- 
self into and, using your body weight, spin 
yourself in any direction, as fast as you 
want. This is the reason to come to this 
course. It costs an extra $2 to ride, but fre- 
quent riders will tell you, golfers often 
aren’t charged. The lure of the Orbotron is 
tough to resist, even for employees. 

“T’ve done it. I went home and told my 
husband and he said, ‘You just had twins 
two months ago and you went on that?’ 
and I said, ‘Yeah!’” says Maureen 
Maxwell, who works at Golfland. 

Honorable mention: Hole 17, for the 
amateur golfer. There are walls on each 
side of a ramp, so if you miss the ramp the 
ball drops straight down onto a lower lev- 
el, making for a long second shot. 

Overall: Golfland’s potentially the 
cheapest, depending on when you go, with 
prices ranging from $2.50 in the morning 
to $3.50. On the course are a couple of 
“dated” structures such as a school house 
dated 1774, but it’s the wood along some of 
the holes that needs renovating. It doesn’t 
provide enough bounce. 

Extras: Orbotron, pizza, and on Aug. 18 
and 20 they'll have a mini-golf tournament 
with a $200 first prize.

But you don’t lose your ball, the stream 
just takes it to the next level and deposits 
it in an unfavorable spot. A nice surprise 
for first-timers. 

TOP 9: Hole 4, the cave, at Fantasy 
Land. Because most of the hole is in a 
cave, balls resting against the walls force 
golfers into weird positions to try to make 
their spots. Also a nice place to sneak a 
smooch. 

Honorable Mention: Hole 6 because a 
few bricks missing just past the cup let 
balls hit a tad too long go into a sand trap. 

Overall: A bit of a further drive at 6 
miles, but it has two 18-hole courses to 
choose from. We only did Fantasy Land, 
but many of the holes at Land of New Eng- 
land seem similar. Biggest difference: New 
England has a lighthouse instead of a Dis- 
ney-like castle, and has no stream hole. 
Prices vary depending on time, from $3 to 
$3.50 for children, $4 to $4.50 for adults. 
Holes’ walls are rounded, meaning you 
can’t count on a favorable bounce back to 
the hole if you go past it. Some holes could 
use maintenance. 

Extras: Nice batting cages, two lands. 

Best hours: Dinner time. 

Hint: Fantasy Land’s better. 

Award: Best sense of drama, castle on 
number 7. It builds the suspense by keep- 
ing the ball hidden in a tube for a while 
before shooting it just past the cup. 


Golf Country, Route 114, Middleton. 

TOP 9: Hole 14, a giant downhill hole 
that has a farm fence in front of the “tee 
box.” Golfers must find a way to slow 
down their ball by bouncing it off the 
brick walls. 

Honorable Mention: Hole 7, which could 
make the list for its beauty alone. A steep- 
hill bridge crosses a clear running stream, 
and as you prepare to take your first 
stroke, you face a scenic waterfall. 

Overall: The longest drive, at 8.5 miles 
from Merrimack College. Holes’ walls are 
rounded here also. A beautiful area with 
farm motif whose holes sometimes use 
rocks instead of bricks, creating unique 
caroms. Huge lines and wait possible — the 
perfect excuse for some of their ice cream. 

Extras: Driving range for big hitters, 
wide variety of Richardson’s ice cream for 
big eaters.

100 years ago in Andover... 


Work on raising the street railroad tracks to 
their proper level is being rapidly pushed along.

Although work began there two weeks ago, only a 
very small portion of the pipe has been laid and 
after much drilling and blasting, the ditch has only 
reached a depth of eight feet. 


50 years ago in Andover... 


An instructional meeting of representatives 
from public welfare agencies in several surround: 
ing towns was held Monday at the office of Arthur 
W. Cole, agent of the Welfare Board. The meeting 
was one of several being currently held in other 
districts of the state prior to the new regulations 
going into effect. 

In a campaign to rid local streets and highways 
of speeders, Andover police last week brought 
eight offending drivers into court and have a long 
list of alleged speeders who will be summoned to 
appear within a few days. Sergeant William R. 
Hickey prosecuted the group, most of whom were 
stopped on Lowell, South Main, and North Main, 
in Lawrence District Court last week. 

One of the most attractive picnicking, camping, 
and bathing sites in the eastern part of the state is 
right here in Andover, According to records kept 
by the state forestry department, during the month 
of June some 40,000 people checked in at the site in 
the Harold Parker forest area immediately adjoin- 


ing Stearns Pond. Last Sunday alone some 5,000 
people enjoyed its numerous facilities.

The selectmen Monday night were 
informed of a hearing on industrial charges for the 
sewer plant, held Wednesday night, by Robert 
McQuade, director of the Department of Public 
Works and Andover representative to the regional 
commission. The $69 million dollar sewage treat- 
ment plant to be built in North Andover will be 
financed by federal and state funds with surround- 
ing communities picking up a balance of about ten 
per cent of the cost. The Andover share of con- 
struction costs will be about $624,000, McQuade 
said. 

Andover’s mosquito spraying program has 
been proceeding well these past few weeks with 
the program being carried out three nights a week.

The 
program will continue as necessary, department of 
public works officials state.

The program, initiated through funds at the 
October 1972 town meeting, has been a controver- 
sial issue in town for more than a year.

An Andover company 
has developed a product it 
believes can help reduce the 
spread of AIDS and other 
infectious diseases. 

Now its challenge is to 
make it affordable enough 
to break into the United § 
States market. 

The concept is simple. 
Experts agree that one of the 
best ways to prevent the 
spread of diseases is to pre- 
vent the sharing of needles. 
FLP Enterprises, Inc. of One 
Dundee Park has developed 
a syringe that does that. 

It’s called Lockshot, and 
it’s a plastic, non-reusable, 
disposable syringe that per-

use, rendering it inoperable. 

But while it may be a 
simple concept, marketing it in the U.S. 
is a long and involved process, accord- 
ing to company co-founder Frederick 
L. Plouff. Lockshot, which is manufac- 
tured in China, is available in Asia, 
Africa, and Australia, especially in 
Third World countries where infectious 
diseases run rampant. But so far, it is 
not available in the U.S. 

FLP, which takes its name from the 
initials of Plouff, the company presi- 
dent, has been around for almost a 
decade. When asked where Plouff and 
partner, Vice President Maurice 
“Moe” J. Landry Jr., met more than 10 
years ago, Landry points to both men’s 
extremely tanned arms. “We met each 
other at the beach, of course. It’s where 
we spend a lot of our free time,” he says. 

That, in fact, is where Plouff says he 
first got the idea for the new syringe. “I 
first got the idea for Lockshot after my 
wife and I were on vacation in Mexico 
and a syringe washed up on shore. I 
filled it up and shot water out. It amazed 
me that an instrument that is only sup- 
posed to be used once has the dangerous 
ability to be used over and over again,” 
he says. 

After he met Landry on another 
beach, the two kept in contact, frequent- 
ly discussing the development and mar- 
keting of a non-reusable syringe. After a 
couple of months, Landry quit his job as 
an engineer to begin working full-time 
on the project. A short time later, Plouff 
quit his job as a radiologist, and the two 
devoted their efforts into making their 
vision a reality. 

Landry, of Seabrook, N.H., and 
Plouff, of Wakefield, have developed and 
patented Lockshot by working side by 
side in every area of the business, from 
the product’s design to marketing to 
manufacturing. 

“There are three major companies 
already providing syringes to hospitals

and clinics in the United States, and 
these establishments do not want to pay 
more than they already do for a new 
product. Therefore, we had to develop 
Lockshot at a very low cost, so that we 
would be able to market it at a competi- 
tive price,” says Plouff. 

The three major companies — Becton 
Dickinson, Sherwood, and Terumo — 
haven’t yet developed a syringe compa- 
rable to Lockshot. 

After World War Il, with the intro- 
duction of plastics and the availability 
of rubber, a lot of medical devices, 
including syringes, were designed to be 
disposable. Glass syringes were expen- 
sive, broke easily, and had to be steril- 
ized after each use. By contrast, plastic 
syringes were inexpensive and dispos- 
able, making them the favored choice of 
the medical community. 

But while disposable, they were also 
reusable. As far back as 1967, the Ameri- 
can Medical Association realized that a 
non-reusable syringe was needed to stop 
the spreading of diseases. In 1991, for- 
mer surgeon general C. Everett Koop 
spoke about the need for a non-reusable 
syringe in an article in the New Eng- 
land Journal of Medicine. 

“The transmission of blood borne dis- 
eases such as the HIV infection and 
hepatitis B occurs in a chain from per- 
son to person. The accidental or deliber- 
ate reuse of syringes is a critical link to 
that chain,” Koop wrote. 

He added that although it is safe and 
economically advantageous for diabet- 
ics to reuse syringes, research in the 
United Kingdom shows that half of the 
syringes recovered from drug abusers 
are made to inject insulin. This is proba- 
bly also true in the U.S., where 2.5 mil- 
lion syringes are used each year. 

“Most syringes now manufactured 
are disposable and meant for only one 
use. They should be made for use only 


once ... It is possible 
to make disposable 
syringes truly dispos- 
able.” Koop said.

say accidental injec- 
tions are prevalent in hospitals through- 
out the country, and there are also 
many documented cases of a doctor or 
nurse knowingly injecting more than 
one person with a single syringe. Lock- 
shot, by design, erases the possibility for 
human error. 

While there is a clear need for such a 
syringe in the U.S., Landry and Plouff 
have chosen so far to market their prod- |” 
uct in countries where the problem is 
many times worse. 

In 1994 it was estimated that some 5 
billion injections were provided for 
immunization across the world, and 
UNICEF alone accounted for 600-800 
million of these. 

While immunizations help to eradi- 
cate infant diseases, the most effective 
way to deliver an immunization dose is 
by injections, and according to the 
World Health Organization (WHO), 
syringes in Africa frequently get reused 
more than 200 times. So of the 500 mil- 
lion injections funded by UNICEF, 150 
million may be unsafe — an average of 
more than 400,000 per day. This risk is 
compounded by the prevalence of AIDS 
and other communicable diseases. 

In addition to Lockshot, the FLP part- 
ners have also developed and patented a 
glass pre-fill syringe. This product is not 
only non-reusable, but also contains the 
serum that is supposed to be injected. 

The FLP founders are now working 
on the development of a travel pack, 
including the Lockshot syringe, which 
would be available to U.S. citizens who 
travel to foreign countries and want to 
be sure that if they needed an injection 
abroad, it would be safe and clean. 

Plouff and Landry don’t know exactly 
when their product will be available in 
the U.S., but they are looking first to the 
nation’s prison systems where there is a 
high percentage of communicable dis- 
eases.

People who eat breakfast 
tend to have healthier diets 

In general, people who eat break 
fast tend to eat less fat. A recent study 
found that the dicts of women who ate 
breakfast contained 28 percent of calo- 
ries as fat. In contrast, women who 
skipped breakfast had diets containing 
10 percent of calories as fat. 

On average, breakfast eaters get 
more fiber in their diets than do break- 
fast’ skippers. Some studies suggest 
people who eat breakfast, especially a 
meal that includes fortified cereal, also 
have higher amounts of certain vita- 
mins in their diets, including vitamin C 
and several of the B vitamins such as 
folic acid, niacin, and riboflavin. 
Eating breakfast may 
help with weight control 

Nearly 90 percent of dieters skip 
meals, including breakfast, as a way to 
cut calories. But the calories missed by 
skipping one meal are usually made up 
later in the day. Missing breakfast can 
lead to overeating at other meals and 
often the foods eaten are high in fat 
and in calories.

Pick power- 
packed foods 


There are no good foods or bad 
foods say most nutritionists. It is 
true, but you could argue that some 
foods are better built than others. 

Well-built foods are power- 
packed foods — filled with nutrients 
such as vitamins, minerals and other 
substances that work to keep your 
body healthy. They also pack their 
nutrition power in a fairly small vol- 
ume, meaning you do not have to 
eat a lot to get a lot. 

Milk is a good example of a 
power-packed food. One cup of 
skim milk Contains only 90 calories 
yet offers more than one-quarter of 
the calcium your bones need in a 
day, one-quarter of the vitamin D 
you should have, and it is a good 
source of vitamin A. Milk also con- 
tains a significant amount of 
riboflavin, magnesium and potassi- 
um. Besides milk, many fruits, veg- 
etables, legumes (such as_ black 
beans and lentils), and lean meats 
are part of the power-packed food 
group. 


Breakfast boosts thinking skills 

Researchers say eating breakfast can 
affect the ability of both adults and 
children to recall recent memories, 
such as newly learned concepts. Many 
studies have demonstrated that break- 
fast eaters fare better on short-term 
memory testing than breakfast  skip- 
pers. This finding has significant impli- 
cations in both school and the work- 
place. 


The timing of breakfast also makes a 
difference when it comes to thinking 
skills. One study of more than 500 kids 
found that those who ate breakfast a 
half hour before taking a standardized 
test scored higher than those who ate 
two hours before the test and those 
who did not eat at all. Other studies 
have found that performance is best 
within the first hour of eating a break- 
fast meal. 


A great start toward Total Nutrition 

Breakfast appears to be a bonanza 
for good health. Yet, one in four Amer- 
icans is skipping it and missing out on 
its benefits. Get a jump start on the 
competition. Fuel up each morning.

How do I recognize 
a power-packed food? 

Take a look at the nutrition labels 
of the foods you buy. Look at the 
number of calories in one serving of 
the food, then look at the food's 
nutritional profile. Check the per- 
centages of various vitamins and min- 
erals. If a food offers more than 10 
percent of a certain vitamin or miner- 
al it is considered a “good” source of 
the nutrient. 

If it offers 20 percent or more of a 


vitamin or mineral it is considered an 
“excellent” source. The more vita- 
mins and minerals a food provides — 
the more power the food packs. 
A great start toward Total Nutrition 
While not every food you eat 
needs to make the power-packed list, 
the more you eat the better for your 
body. Starting tonight, eat at least 
one “power-packed” food during 
each meal. At breakfast, try orange 
juice instead of apple juice. At lunch, 
make it a salad with romaine lettuce 
not iceberg. And for dinner, try toma- 
toes instead of green beans. (NAPS)

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What’s all the fuss about folic acid 


olic acid is an important B vita- 

min that has long been known 

to reduce the risk of birth 

defects. Now, new research 
suggests that folic acid, and its Cousin 
Bo, may work together to help lower 
homocysteine levels. 


Homocysteine is an amino acid that 
circulates in your blood, similar to the 
way cholesterol does. And like choles- 
terol, research suggests high levels of 
it may be linked to heart disease. 


Homocysteine is produced when 
protein is processed and digested by 
your body. Normally, folic acid, vita- 
min B6 and vitamin B12 help break 
down homocysteine. However, a 
genetic defect or a diet deficient in 
folic acid can result in the build-up of 
homocysteine in your blood. 


Scientists believe high levels of this 
amino acid may injure arteries and 
allow for the accumulation of choles- 
terol and plaque inside the arteries.

Plenty. Besides improving lifestyle 
habits such as quitting smoking and 
exercising regularly, eating foods high 
in folic acid may help. Legumes, such 
as lentils or black beans, and several 
types of fruits and vegetables are 
excellent sources. Fortified cereals are 
usually high in folic acid and studies 
have found that the kind of folic acid 
used in fortification is absorbed better 
by the body than some of the naturally- 
occurring forms of the vitamin. 

Nutritionists recommend that every- 
one over age four eat 400 micrograms 
of folic acid a day. The average adult 
gets about half that amount. However, 
as of January, the Food and Drug 
Administration (FDA) has _ required 
manufacturers to add folic acid to 
enriched grain foods, such as bread, 
rolls, buns, rice and noodle products. 
The FDA believes this effort will add 
an extra 100 micrograms to the aver- 
age American’s diet.

Jennifer Kelly is winning the “battle 
of the bulge.”

Lawrence General's Level II nursery 
opened two years ago. Holy Family 
Hospital in Methuen and Lowell Gen- 
eral Hospital in Lowell also have Level 
Il nurseries. 

“Having a Level Il nursery in the 
community helps to stabilize babies. 
Many times the mom can’t make it to 
downtown Boston. We stabilize the 
very sickest and smallest of infants and 
prepare them for transport to a Level 
Ill facility. The care provided in the 
first hours after birth can make the dif. 
ference in outcome for extremely pre- 
mature infants,” said Neonatologist Dr. 
Nancy Weinschenk who is the medical 
director of Lawrence General's Special 
Care Nursery. 

These infants can then return to the 
Level Il nurseries when they resolve 
their medical problems, she said. 

“Being back in the community nurs- 
cry, parental bonding is improved, 
breastfeeding can be promoted and 
the available Community services can 
be arranged for the family upon dis- 
charge,” Dr. Weinschenk said. 

Lawrence General's nursery is affili- 


ated with the Floating Hospital for 


Children at New England Medical Cen 
ter in Boston where Dr. Weinschenk is 
part of the rotation. She is also an 
instructor in pediatrics for residents at 
Tufts University. 

Dr. Weinschenk, who lives in West 
Newbury and has a 3-year-old son and 


is expecting another one later this 
month, said the smallest baby born in 
the nursery was nearly four months 
premature and weighed just one 
pound, five ounces. 

The tiny girl was placed on a breath- 
ing tube and given a life-saving injec- 
tion of Surfactant, a drug that kept her 
lungs functioning properly. Later, the 
12-inch newborn was transferred to 
NEMC. She stayed there for nearly four 
months and then returned — to 
Lawrence General’s Special Care Nurs- 
ery. That premature baby was up to 15 
pounds at her one-year check-up. She 
continues to grow as she gets ready to 
turn 2 in October. A multidisciplinary 
team (physician, nurse, social worker, 
discharge planner, dietitian and physi- 
cal therapist) takes care of each baby. 
In addition, a neonatologist and pedia- 
trician staff the Special Care Nursery 
24 hours a day. 

Christine LeMieux of Andover 
knows first-hand about the perils of an 
early labor. She was just 6% months 
pregnant when her daughter, Julia, 
was born in the Special Care Nursery 
last December. 

“Twas so glad not to have to go 
Boston. It was so much easier for me 
to be able to spend time with her at 
Lawrence General. The staff was great 
about letting me be with her whenev- 
er | wanted,” said Ms. LeMieux. 

Julia weighed three pounds, 13 
ounces when she was born on Dec. 
l4. She stayed in the nursery for three

weeks and is now a happy and healthy 
7-month-old. 

Cheryl Knowles of Andover remem- 
bers feeling relieved knowing that the 
nursery was there in case she ran into 
complications with her delivery. She 
was expecting her third child when 
she went into labor three weeks 
before her due date. 

“IT was just happy to know that the 
nursery was right there just in case 
something did go wrong,” she said. “It 
Was reassuring.” 

Nothing did go wrong as Mark 
Edward Knowles was born last May 17 
weighing a healthy 7 pounds, 15 
ounces. He is now doing “wonderful- 
ly,” according to his mother. 

These days, with so many couples 
secking fertility treatments, the num- 
ber of multiple births are increasing. A 
Level Il nursery provides the special- 
ized care that mothers of multiples 
need. 

First-time parents Lisa and John 
Gagnon of Chester, N.H., welcomed 
triplets on July 1 at Lawrence General 
Hospital. The babies were conceived 
through in-vitro fertilization. Mrs. 


Gagnon spent the last nine weeks of 


her pregnancy in the hospital. The 
babies were delivered by Caesarean 
section at 35 weeks gestation. The 
average weight was 5 pounds, 4 
ounces. The babies were discharged 
four days later and are thriving. Mrs. 
Gagnon said she was thrilled that she 
did not have to spend those nine 


wecks in a Boston hospital. 

“I had a lot of visitors during those 
nine weeks. It’s difficult for people to 
gct into Boston,” said the 28-year-old. 

An added bonus was that two of the 
hospital’s maternity nurses were moth- 
ers with triplets. 

“It was great to talk to people who 
know first-hand what it’s like having 
triplets,” she said. 

The LGH nurses and doctors got 
high marks from these mothers for 
their patience and attention. And, 
that’s important. 

“This was my first baby and those 
nurses were great about teaching me 
the basic things like getting her to 
sleep on her back and how to feed and 
bathe her,” said Ms. LeMieux. 

Clinical coordinator Mary Beth 
Foley, R.N,. B.S.N., said the nurses 
were excited about taking on the 
responsibilities of developing — the 
expertise required to care for babies in 
a Level Il nursery. They were eager to 
take on the challenge. 

Nurses have attended classes and 
seminars that specialize in neonatal 
care and each one spent two days at 
NEMC’s nursery to get more experi- 
ence. 

Ms. Foley summed it up this way, 
“Our nurses make parents feel like 
they are their only patients."

(AP) — Falls can be 
bad for anyone, but they're most seri- 
ous for older people 

They're the leading cause of fatal and 
nonfatal injuries for people 65 and 


Orthopedic Surgeons, which estimates 
that about a third of all senior citizens 
has fallen in the past year. And falls 
most often (60 percent of the time) 
occur in that friendliest of environ- 
ments, the home. 

The organization has launched a 
campaign, “Don't Let a Fall Be Your 
Last Trip,” to help older people recog- 
nize the risks and learn to prevent falls. 

Keeping physically fit is one of the 
Ways to cut the chances of a serious 
fall. Eliminating hazards at home and 
adding safety devices is another. 

Among those at greatest risk are 
older women, especially Caucasians 
and Asians, says the AAOS. They also 
are seniors unable to stand on one leg 
for more than five seconds; they are 
users of multiple prescription and over- 
the-counter drugs; and they are elderly 
people who live alone.

How to fall 


ROSEMONT, Ill. (AP) — You'd rather 
not take a tumble, but it can happen, 
so learn to fall right, advises the Ameri- 
can Academy of Orthopedic Surgeons. 

If you try to get up too quickly or in 
the wrong position, you could make an 
injury worse. Take a few deep breaths, 
assess the situation and determine if 
you are hurt. If you believe you are, 
don't try to get up. Let someone help, 
or call 911, 

But if you feel strong enough to get 
up, follow these steps recommended 
by the AAOs: 

* When you realize you are falling, 
try to land on your side or buttocks. 
Roll over naturally, turning your head 
in the direction of the roll. 

: If you can, crawl to strong, stable 
furniture like a chair, and pull yourself 
up. Approach the chair toward its 
front, and put both hands on the seat. 

* Slowly begin to rise. Bend 
whichever knee is stronger, keeping 
your other knee on the floor. 

* Slowly twist around and sit in the 
chair.

decreased mobility and independence, 
hospitalization, or nursing home admis- 
sion. AAOS estimates that in the United 
States, the annual cost is $20.2 billion 
annually. 

Inactivity is a risk factor, because it 
weakens your muscles, the organiza- 
tion says. Regular exercise can help 
you maintain or improve your gait, bal- 
ance, agility and posture. 

Thirty minutes a day for physical 
activity is achievable for most seniors. 
It doesn't have to be gung-ho: try walk- 
ing, dancing, housework, biking, gar- 
dening, and similar activities. The Chi- 
nese martial art, Tai Chi — taught at 
many community organizations — can 
help you gain self-confidence and bal- 
ance. 

When you wake, sit on the edge of 
the bed to make sure you're not dizzy 
before rising. Once up, eat breakfast; 
skipping meals can make you dizzy. 
Use a cane or walker if you're unsteady. 

Get a physical and eye exam every 
year, too. 

Now, take an analytical look at your 
home. 

Don't leave clutter or objects on 
stairs or floors. Keep electrical and tele- 
phone cords out of your walking path- 
ways (but don't put them under a rug). 
Pathways should be clear of obstruc- 
tions like low coffee tables, planters, 
magazine racks, and similar furnishings. 

Arrange your furniture to create 
clear pathways between rooms. Keep

drawers and cabinet doors closed 
when not in use. 

Floors and coverings are a major 
concern. Avoid patterned, dark, or 
deep-pile carpeting on stairs; solid col- 
ors show the edges of the steps better. 
Don't put loose area rugs at the bottom 
or top of the stairs. If the risers are bare 
wood, install nonslip treads. If you use 
area rugs, they should be secured with 
double-faced tape or slip-resistant back- 
ings. Keep throw rugs out of the 
kitchen. Loose floorboards or tiles 
should be repaired immediately. 

Additions that will help you (and 
younger people, too) are handrails on 
both sides of stairs, light switches at 
both ends of the stairwell, grab bars in 
the bath (both bathing and _ toilet 
areas), a plastic seat in the tub if you're 
unsteady or can't lower yourself to the 
floor of the tub, nightlights along the 
route between bedroom and _ bath- 
room, and a step-stool with handrails to 
reach shelf items in the kitchen or at 
storage areas. 

Your clothes are important, too. 
Make sure they fit; you could trip on 
skirts, trousers, bathrobes, or coats that 
are too long. Select comfortable, low- 
heeled shoes, preferably with non-skid 
soles. If new shoes have slippery soles, 
take them to a shoe repair shop to have 
them roughed or have non-skid strips 
added. Avoid shoes with heavy soles. 
And keep your laces tied.

Following the ini- 
tial visit, any concerns identified will 
be evaluated and additional visits may 
be made determined by need and cligi- 
bility. 


C.A.R.E. Assessments will evaluate 
seniors for health and environmental 
risks including falls, frailty, unsafe 
home environment, nutrition prob- 
lems, depression, medication non-com- 
pliance or other medical or psychoso- 
cial challenges at home. The C.A.R.E. 
Assessment is also helpful for seniors 
who are preparing to leave the hospi- 
tal, nursing home or rehabilitation cen- 
ter. The program’s six primary compo- 
nents are Home Safety Evaluation and 
Interventions, Medications Inventory, 
Compliance Assessment and Educa- 
tion, Nutrition Assessment, Disease 
Management Education, Mental Health 
Skills and Caregiver Skills. Specially- 
trained nurses will determine any need 
for continued follow up, working 
closely with seniors, their families and 
primary care physicians. 


Seniors and others can access ser- 
vice directly or make a referral for 
another person by calling Home 
Health VNA at 1-800-933-5593, where 
our Intake Department will schedule 
an evaluation visit.

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Safety first with summertime food 


NEW YORK (AP) — Don't dish up a 
tummyache — or worse — along with 
the backyard barbecue or picnic fare, 
cautions Dr. Philip Tierno, microbiolo- 
gist at the New York University Med- 
ical Center. 

Tierno says there are an estimated 
80 million cases of foodborne illnesses 
every year, including 9,000 fatalities. 
“At least half of these cases could have 
been prevented by washing hands and 
by practicing good food hygiene,” he 
says. 

Here’s the drill to safe summertime 
foods, as outlined by the center's 
microbiology department staff: 

Don't cut meats and vegetables 
with the same knife or on the same cut- 
ting board. Use one board for meats 
and another for salad and/or vegeta- 
bles. 

Choose a_ plastic cutting board 
which contains an antibacterial sub- 
stance such as Triclosan. This type will 
cleanse itself with germicide when 
sliced. 

* Cook meats and poultry thorough- 
ly. Everything but steak needs to be 


cooked to an interior temperature of 


160 degrees (steak can be cooked rare 
inside since germs only reach the outer 


layer). Keep in mind that 80 percent of 


all chickens contain salmonella and/or

The temperature rule applies 
even to hot dogs and hamburgers. 

* Keep track of expiration dates on 
packaging for meat, dairy products and 
pre-cut salads. The older the food, the 
more likely it is to contain a greater 
quantity of germs. 

Don't leave foods out for more 
than two hours in a warm, moist envi- 
ronment. Staph aureus can get into 
potato salad, macaroni salad and 
creamed dishes to produce the toxins 
that cause food poisoning.
